A LESSON FOR THE RICH 


The business of armies and fleets is to 
kill and to maim, to capture so many of 
an adversary people, and to destroy so 
much of their property that they will 
submit to the will of the destroyers and 
killers. 

All this is brutal work, and unless there 
is a spiritual and physical gain of liberty 
and of human rights and of human hap- 
piness that outweighs the suffering and 
the destruction wrought by war, then the 
war is a wicked and senseless thing, and 
stands condemned in advance at the judg- 
ment-bar of History. 

And this that is trne of the struggles 
on fields soaked with ‘the blood that pours 
from men’s torn and anguished bodies is 
just as true of those struggles in which 
the invisible battleficlds are red with the 
blood and wet with the tears wrung from 
torn and anguished human souls. 

Indeed, it is true that the sorrows and 
agonies and wounds of peace are as many 
and as bitter and as deep as those of war. 
And ulways there is this difference, that 
the woe and waste and wounds of war are 
the dreadful incidents, often of the high- 
est and noblest sacrifice that men gladly 
make for their people and for the ages, 
while the sorrow and anguish and hope- 
lessness and despair of those who are 
trampled under foot in the industrial and 
competitive battles of peace are the 
direct, forescen, calculated results of sor- 
did greed and mean and cruel avarice. 

The President spoke for his people and 
declared to the work] that we had taken 
arms for no selfish purposes, that 
America fought with clean hands and for 
the rights and for the uplifting of those 
who have been hewers of wood and 
drawers of water and bondsmen in the 
hands of their fathers, 

We said Amen. Advance the stand- 
ards! 

But while our youth went out, like 
wise and carcful merchants, to buy so 
wonderful and beautiful and so greatly- 
to-desired merchandise at such a price, 
we were determined that others should 
not coin the blood of those who so ad- 
ventured and the toil of those who 
labored at home to sustain them in the 
field, into the mean and base profit, of 
cheating, swindling, oppressing and ex- 
ploiting rogues and scoundrels, 

What shall it profit a man if he gain 
the whole world and lose his own soul? 
is a question that goes to the roots of a 
Nation’s life as profoundly as it goes to 
the roots of your individual life. 

It is the eternal question, not of the 


riddling Sphinx, but of ‘the dreadful and 
the just Eumenides,’ and be sure that 
they will have the answer, whether they 
make inquisition of you, that are one, or 
of a Nation, that is many. 

H[e who looks upon the procession of 
the generations and reflects upon the 
long, sequent life of the Race of Man, 
pronounces that it has been good, that 
the feet of humankind have, with many 
stumblings, gone upward, and so he takes 
heart of fresh hope that Nations, as well 
as men, ‘May rise on stepping-stones of 
their dead selves to higher things.’ 

But it is mournfully true that there 


‘have been Nations which did not rise; 


which died the death that konws no resur- 
rection, and are as a tale that is for- 
gotten, and vagrant dust blown about on 
the winds of vanished times: 

And he who reads to reflect, to garner 
wisdom, to feed growing judgment with 
the bread of experience and comparison, 
observes that each of these Nations, the 
mighty and the valorous, as well as the 
weak and the timid, that have fallen out 
of the ranks of the moving companies of 
peoples, and the enduring and forward- 
going tribes and kindreds have all been 
the victims, not of the cruelties and 
tyrannies of War, but of the cruelties and 
tyrannies of Peace—of the oppression of 
that chicanery which saps the vitality 
of those who toil in the fields and in the 
factories and the strects in order that 
the idle and useless and_ selfish may 
spend on a dinner the price of a stalled ox. 

It will profit us nothing if we have 
waged war with valor, with fortitude, 
with clean heart and clean hands, if we 
now permifa villainous and base portion 
of our citizenry to exploit the patriotism 
of our soldiers and the toil of our indus- 
trial folk. 

We have declared to all the world that 
we sought no profit, coveted no wealth, 
desired no people’s lands. 

Well and good. But neither these sen- 
timents nor their most unselfish fulfill- 
ment have netted us any profit as a 
Nation if we permit profiteering by the 
base and unscrupulous. 

When our young men died in battle 
we faced that scarifice wrth hearts of 
manly and womanly courage, and thanked 
God that they were not recreant to the 
memories of their fathers, the traditions 
of the past and the dear flag to which 
they gave the last ful measure of de- 
votion. 

But now they have fallen beneath the 
hail of war and battle, the fathers and 
mothers and the sisters and brothers they 
died to protect. must not be exploited and 
sweated by cheating villains, making mil- 
lions of profits out of the sufferings and 
perplexities and perils and necessities of 
their people. :

It Is 
the feeling of the war council that a 
report In this summarized form should 
be made directly to the public which 


provided the money and gave the ef- 


fort which made the American Red | ~~ 
Cross a success. 

“A statement of the American Red 
Cross effort and finances since the 
war council relinquished its control 
will be made to the public through 
the executive committee, and it is im 
portant, therefore, that the fact tha! 
this report covers the period only until 
March 1, should be carefully noted.”

As far back as the first winter of 
the war, the Red Cross sent to Serbia 
@ sanitary commission that effective- 
ly checked the scourge of typhus, but 
after the United States entered the 
conflict, the Red Cross was able, in 
August, 1917, to send a full commis- 
sion that carried on extensive relief 
operations among the suffering ref- 
ugees of the tortured nation. Hosp!- 
tals were established; the refugees fed, 
clothed and given medical attention, 
the army supplied with much needed 
dental treatment, farm machinery, and 
seeds provided to help the Serbs re 
deem their land to productivity, and, 
not least, measures undertaken for the 
succor of the chilgren. The terrible 
condition into which these helpless vic- 
tims of the war had fallen is well 
portrayed by this photograph of a 
Uttle Serbian girt wearing the rags 
and expression of hopeless dismay 
that were all she possessed when the 
Red Cress came.
